2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-49 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the specific 
orthogonal glutamyl-tRN A/orthogonal tRNA synthetase pair to be used in producing proeins with unnatural amino acids. Applicants 
priority document discloses glutamic acid symhetase/OtRNA pair that suppress amber nonsense codons used to incorporate a variety of 
unnatural amino acids into proteins. In addition although orthogonal glutaminyl-tRNA/tRNA synthetases have been discoled in the 
prior art, glutamvl-tRNA/tRNA synthetases pairs have not been found disclosed in the prior art. Archeabacterial derived glutamyl not 
availabe before the priority date of the instant application. 

Claims 1-49 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.
